Dr. Sturdy described the 23 
wounds found on the dead man, 21 
of which he said must have been 
caused by a sharp, pointed instru- 
ment 

Defence counsel said he had no 
questions to ask Detective-Sergeant 
Peterson when the police officer 
again took the stand as the hearing 
approached closing moments. 


Last three witnesses called were 
Detectives James Campbell and Al- 
fred Edwardson, police matron 
Nell Goodwin, 

Part of the two detectives’ evi! 
dence was relative to disposition of 
Pon's clothing and pocket contents 
after his body was taken to Royai 
Alexandra Hospital.

Detective Edwardson described 
a police line-up “or identification 
parade” April 28 at which Mrs. 
Smith was alleged to have been 
identified by a witness Jody 
Nishikaze as the woman in “a 
fuschia colored coat” who drank 
beer in the back of Pon's store 
a week before his death. 

Final witness, police matron Mrs 
Nel! Goodwin said Mrs, Smith was 
crying the afternoon of April 22 
and asked “Send Sergeant Peter- 
son up and I will make a state- 
ment.”
